LABOR MEN TO 
CONSCRIPTION 


Strong Resolutions of Protest Are 
Received From All 
Over.

OTTAWA, May 2s.—While the la- 
bor leaders now in Ottawa, are ap- 
parently content to remain in an at- 
titude of “Watchful Watting’ in the 
interests of the organized workers 
throughout the Dominion on whose 
behalf they have recorded a strong 
protest against the proposed selec- 
tive conscription tmneasure, there is 
plenty of activity for scores of mes- 
sages are coming in from unions in 
all parts of the country. The mes- 
suges endorse the stand taken by the 
legislative council of the Trades and 
Labor council and cuntain resolutions 
of strong protest agarnst the projected 
compulsory service bill. 

To Follow Debate 

Interest now among the labor men 
here seems to hang upon the submis- 
sion of the bill to the Mouse of Com- 
mons. The debate there will be close- 
ly followed, On Friday of this week 
a convention of labor men, represent- 
ing elghty international unions, will 
convene in Ottawa to discuss all war 
measures which the government has 
announced or which they have in 
view. 


Toronto Resolution 

James Simpson, vice president of 
the labor congress, arrived from To- 
ronto today and stated that a meet- 
ing of 1,200 persons in the Queen 
City last night unanimously adopted a 
resolution against conscription. He 
said the miners of the north country— 
Cobalt, Porcupine, Wirkland Lake, 
Gowgunda—have passed resolutions 
against the measure and forwarded 
copies to labor headquarters, Anti- 
conscription leagues cre springing up 
all over the country and meetings of 
protest are being organized, he said. 

A Bus le Con ption 

OTTAWA, May 28.-—-Bills bearing 
the words “a bas le conscription,” 
were plastered on the walls of the 
main thoroughfares of Hull last night 
and several parties in automobiles, 
who threw back the posters, which 
were thrust into thetr machines, were 
somewhat roughly used by a crowd of 
about 40 young men in charge of the 
operations, No arrests were made, 


SEVENTY KILLED IN 
JAPAN EXPLOSION 


Property Damage Estimated At 
About Six Million 
Dollars. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OSAKA, Japan, May 26.—Severty 
persons were killed and 200 injured in 
jured in a serées of terrific explosions, 
and «a fire which occurred in the 
warehouse district of Osaka yesterday. 
The damage to property is estimated 
at about six million dollars The 
whole of Osaka and its neighboring 
towns and villages were thrown into 
a panic, The sound wr the explosions 
was heard for 50 mttes, 

The first explosion, which occurred 
in the Tokio warencuse company's 
storehouse, is believed to have been 
due to the spontaneous combustion of 
chemicals, 

The fire raged for nearly five hours 
unchecked, and it was nearly mid- 
night before it was brought under 
control,

Speaker Bolduc, of the Senate When 
the cheering had subsided the audi- 
ence sang "God Save the King" with 
much spirit and to the end of the

Grasp of Empire Affairs. 

It began with the words of wel- 
come of two speakers, spoken by Mr. 
Rhodes in English and by Mr. Bolduc 
in Wrench Mr. Balfour replied im- 
mediately in a speech which exhibit- 
ed his profound grasp of world and 
empire affairs, the causes and aims 
of the war, and the belligerents, con- 


cluding with an expression of deep 
conviction that democracy shall win 
over autocracy. Then the premier 


moved that the words of Mr. Balfour 
be inscribed in the printed proceed- 
ings of the house, and this was sec- 
onded by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, The 
adjournment was moved, and as the 


members rose Hon. William Pugsley 
called for three hearty cheers for 
the distinguished visiter., Afterwards 


Sir Robert Botden introduced the 
members of the senate and commons 
with their wtyes’ and fricuds to the 
visitor, 
Mr, Balfour Speaks. 

Mr. Balfour said in part: 

“Gentlemen, I do not believe that 
anything more unexpected to the 
outside world has ever occurred than 
the enthusiastic self-sacrifice with 
which the great self-governing do- 
minions have thrown themselves into 
this great contest. The calculation of 
the ordinary foreign politician and 
especially of the German politician 
Was that the British Empire was but 
nm fair weather edifice, very imposing 
in its sheer magnitude, in the sheer 
surface of the globe which it occupled 
but quite unfitted to deal with the 
storm and stress of war, and destined, 
therefore te tumble at the first at- 
tack, and like the house built on the 


sand, to fall with « great ruin. 
“[T do not think, myself, that that 
was nearly so foolish #& calculation, 


so obviously idiotic a miscalculation 
as some of those in which our Ger- 
man enemies have indulged. On the 
fxee of it, to those who are ignorant 
of the inner spirit whieh animates 
the British empire from one end to 
he other, it will be impossible to 
conceive a great state which appar- 
ently was less well fitted to deal with 
the stress of war,”

The raising of this question in Alberta at 
the present time is deliberate in its attempt to 


confuse the public mind, in order that the time- 
honored flag waving of the Old Tory Party may 
be seen by the public and perhaps influence a 


few votes. 


However, to put the matter right in the public 
mind, here are the facts: 

(1) No “aliens” in the real sense of the word 
have votes; voters consist of British born and 
naturalized British subjects. 

(2) Alien born people who emigrate to this 
country are naturalized under The Dominion 
Naturalization Act by a judge appointed by the 


Dominion Government. 


(3) No alien of an enemy country has been 
naturalized since the beginning of the war. 


(4) Alien born subjects, naturalized previous 
to the war are bound by their Oath of Allegiance 
to fulfill their duties as Canadian citizens. 
they do not do so, it becomes the duty of the 
Royal North West Mounted Police to intern 
ihem. If they are interned, they do not vote. 

The only conclusion then to come to on this 
question is, that if it is desired to disfranchise 
all of alien enemy birth or parentage, who have 
Canadian 
House of Commons at Ottawa will have to amend 
‘The Naturalization Act. 


The three Conservative candidates in Cal-

Chicago, 'May 28—Tornadoes during 
the last three days in eight states ot 
the middle west and tha south have 
killed a total of 247 peop'e, injured 
1,207 ,and wrecked thousands of 
houses, killed hundreds of head of live 


stock, and devastated many thousands 
of acres of growing crops, according to 
summaries today. 

The latest in the series of tornadoes 
started late Sunday, near Killisyille, in 
southwestern Illinols, swept Southward 
neross the Ohio river into Kentucky, 
down the Mississipp! into Arkansas 
and Tennessee, and finally veered cast- 
ward toward Alabama, where _ the 
storm apnvarently spent itself, The dead 
in the four southern states was rough- 
ly estimated at 100 and the Injured at 
several hundred, 

The destruction began last Friday tn 
Andale, Kansas. where 26 people were 
killed and sixty injured. 

Late Saturday a twister, probably 
the most severe of the series, struck 
the rich corn belt of Central Illinois 
killing 54 persons and injuring pe-- 
haps 500 in Mattoon. At Charleston, 1 
miles east of Mattoon, 37 were killed 
and more than 150 injured, The pro- 
perty damage in the two cities is es- 
timated at $2,000,000 , :

Our city water, as you know, come: 
from the Saskatchewan River below 
5th street, and is taken from tho rive 
through two 86-inch intake pipes by 
the low left pumps, which takes wv 
into the sedimentation busin, where 
when it is very muddy, it is mixe 
with alum, which really collects th: 
mud into lumps again, which are ta 
en out and the water then flow 
through a twenty-inch pipe to tli 
twelve filtering tanks, which have 1 
capacity of one-half million gallon: 
and are filled with gravel in the bot 
tom, a finer gravel or a very coars: 
sand in the centre, and a beautiful 
fine white sand on top, through whic! 
our water is filtered at a rate of 6 
000,000 gallons every twenty-four 
hours into what is called the cles: 
water basin, thence by gravity  }t 
flows into the suction flumes of t)i 
high Uft pumps, where samples are 
taken and different portions of liqu!! 
chlorine are added to sterilize it 
Now here I will give you a few report> 
of the analysis of the water duriny 
the last month and the amount o! 
bacteria found on each examination 

May 14—Bacteria river, 153; per 
c. c, treated, 1; chlorine used, 2 bbls 

May 17—Bacteria river, 876; per © 
c. treated, 15; chlorine used, 2 bbls. 

May 19—Bacteria river, 1,000; pe: 
c. c. treated, 15; chlorine used, 2 bb! 

Now ,those were really the wor 
lays this year, so you will readily se 
that our water is really very pur 
‘rom this suction flume the high li’ 
sumns force the water all through t! 
yne hundred and sixty-four and 
fraction miles of our city mains, ther 
by giving us one of the greatest cor 
forts of civilization, not forgetting tl 
fire hydrants all over our city, whic 
enable our fire department to do suc 
efficient work, and for which, I migh 
add, the fire department pays th 
water works department the roun 
sum of $40,000 for water used eac 
year. 

Here I might add-a word of expla 

tion as to why we sometimes hay 
muddy water on certain days in sor 
sections and not in others. It Is cau 
ed by the fire department having us: 
a very heavy pressure in those part! 
ular sections, and thereby havi 
stirred up the mud in the pipes. ( 
course the department tries to ove! 
come that as much as possible b 
flushing quite frequently. 

Now. on the waterworks departme! 
staff there are seventy members, O 
December 31, 1915, there was a de 
ficit of $62,447.18; on December 3 
1916, there was a net surplus of $12 
529.338. 

The wells in the outlying distri 
are under control of the health de 
partment, and Dr. Whitelaw, who ha 
two inspectors, namely, Mr. Grahar 
and Mr. Hyatt.. This department 
when any epidemic of disease occur 
in an outlying district, has the wate: 
from the wells examined at the uni 
vorsity, and if they find bacteria tha: 
are sufficient to cause the troub* 
they place placards on the wells an: 
order the people not to use them 
But Dr, Whitlaw tells me that the) 
have a great deal of trouble in gettin 
the people to obey orders, and some 
times they resort to putting potassiur 
permanganate into the water, whic) 
makee a pink shade and will in some 
casey frighten the people, but some- 
times they have to resort to fillins 
in the wells. These districts are cov 
ered by the thirteen men with wate: 
wagons who are licensed by the city 
which deliver water at the rate of a! 
barrels for one dollar. Theso peop! 
just now are asking for hydrants, bv 
at present the commissioners hav 
given no decision on the matter, a 
they feel that if the hydrants ar 
rranted it will be longer than nece 
sary before they will connect up wit’ 
the sewerare system, which is real’ 
very beneficial and necessary to th 
community,

people pay very little attention, but in view of the absolute falsehoods and misleading statements contained therein, it has been thought advis-: 


able to give the public the facts. 


The statement is made in the advertisement that it is written by a non-partisan who is a ‘‘ Win-the-War-Party Man” and that it was 
published at his own expense, but, as it contains the same statements that have been made by the LEADER OF THE OPPOSITION 
for years and almost in the safe language, it is fair to assume that it was written under the supervision of that gentleman himself. This being 
the case, the Leader of the Opposition must realise that in order to have his statements read by the public, and, perhaps, partially believed by 
people who do not know him, it is necessary that they be anonymous. : 

. The same pernicious principle followed in the method of publishing this statement is carried out }hroughout its construction, the effect 
being that where direct false figures are not given, misleading comparisons are made, so that a wrong impression may be created in the minds

MISLEADING STA 


In addition to the direct false statements contained 
in the advertisement, as shown above, the balance of the 
advertisement is made up of misleading statements de- 
rived from unfair comparisons, some of which are set 
out below: 

(1) COST OF CIVIL GOVERNMENT. 

Advantage is deliberately taken of the fact that there 
is lack of uniformity between the various Canadian Proy- 
inces in their method of keeping Public Accounts. In 
Alberta, practically all administration expense is charged 
to Civil Government, which is the correct procedure. With 
other Governments, this is not the case, making compari- 
sons of the cost of Civil Government in Alberta with the 
othér provinces misleading and creating a false impres- 
sion in the minds of people who might read the advertise- 
ment. This is, of course, the deliberate intention of the 
anonymous writer. A concrete example of this misleading 
comparison is given below: 

In Saskatchewan the cost of administration in The 
Insurance Act, The Corporations Taxation Act, The Mov- 
ing Picture Act, and The Vehicles Act, is not included in 
the cost of Civil Government, but is handled in a separate 
vote called “Administration of Services.” In Alberta the 
cost of administration of the above Acts is charged to 
Civil Government, This is just one example among many 
that can be given in practically every comparison made,

The crowning piece of misrepresentation and mis- 
leading comparison, which just about amounts to deliber- 
ate lving, is given in taking the expense of administration 
in Abe Departments of the Government, where he 
subtracts the total for the year 1910 from the total for 
the year 1915, and calls the balance “Increase Second Year 
of the War.” 

Take, for instance, where this anonymous author 
shows “Inerease second year of war $65,416.59” in salaries 
of the Edmonton Land Titles Office, ©The anonymous 
writer’s intention is, of course, apparent—that the public 
are to believe by his manipulation of figures that the in- 
crease was extravagance during the second year of the 
War. This was not the case, ‘however, but absolutely the 
reverse. The facts are:

It is said “Figures do not lie,” but,“You can lie with 
figures.” Surely this anonymous writer can, because he 
had all this information before him when he wrote his 
statement, and why did he not give all the figures unless 
he wanted to create a false impression by his manipu- 
ation. 


NOTE—The gross public debt of Alberta is less than the gross debt of the City 
of Edmonton, The figures used by the anonymous writer, $92,910,450.00, included 
authorized loans, the money for which has never been borrowed: all authorised rail- 
way guarantees, many of which have never been given: and, the University of Alberta 


loan, guaranteed by the Provinee, but which is secured on the University property.

(2) TRAVELLING EXPENSES OF CABINET 
MINISTERS. 

In making comparisons under this heading with the 
other Provinces, the anonymous writer knew that the 
Province of Alberta is farther away from the financial 
and business centres of Canada and the United States, 
with the exception of the Province of British Columbia, 
than any of the other Canadian Provinces. You will notice 
that the anonymous writer does not use British Columbia 
for his comparisons. He also knew that as a result of 
this longer distance, greater time and greater expense 
is necessary in trips required for the securing of finances, 
in attending Inter-Proyincial Conferences and many other 
matters of business in the East in which the Province 
of Alberta is vitally interested. He knows these things 
—he does not mention them—he is still engaged in “lying 
with figures.” 

An item of special interest is apparent in dealing with 
his comparison of Alberta travelling expenses with the 
Province of Ontario. Ontario owns a railway, the Temis- 
kaming and Northern Ontario Railway. The Railway 
Company owns and operates a private car, Result: Onta- 
rio Cabinet Ministers travel in a private car, the expense 
of which is charged to the Railway, so that it is quite 
apparent why Cabinet Ministers of Ontario do not have 
large travelling expenses charged against them in the 
Public Accounts of that Province, 


What the Liberal Govt. Has Done for Patriotic Purposes 


The advertisement also makes a special effort to appeal 
to soldiers and their dependents through the supposed 
extravagance of the present Liberal Government. The 
anonymous writer takes good care not to tell the soldiers 
that included in the supposed extravagance, were the 
following amounts for real Patriotic Work:

Legislative Assombly of Alberta will have 18 members 
on the Rolls, who have enlisted for active service over- 
seas. Legislation was initiated by the Liberal Govern- 
ment to return to the Legislative Assembly by acclama- 
tion the 12 members who had enlisted. One has since 
been killed in action, Lieut, Jos. A. Stauffer, Liberal Mem- 
ber for Didsbury. In addition to these, there are two 
members to be nominated and elected by Alberta's sol- 
diers in France and England. It has been admitted by the 
Leader of the Conservative Party in Canada, Sir Robert 
L. Borden, that the taking of the soldiers’ votes in France 
and England for candidates throughout the various con- 
stituencies in Canada has been proved to be absolutely 
impracticable, but by this method, without interference 
of ‘any kind from outside, the soldiers nominate and choose 
two men from among themselves to represent them in the 
Legislative Assembly of Alberta. 


The only conclusion that a fair-minded man or woman can come to, after getting the facts in connecticn with this anonymous author’s 
advertisement is that, if he is, as he says, a “patriot” and “A Win-the-War-Party Man,” his energies and his money would be a good deal
